It is also agreed by the Court that 
those tenn m«n of Saugust, Tiz, Bd- 
mond Freeman, Henry Feake, Thomas 
Dexter, Edward Dillingham, William 
Wood, John Carman, Richard Chad- 
well, William Almy, Thomas Tupper, St 
George Knott shall have liberty to 
view a place to sitt down & have, suffi- 
cient lands for three score famylies 
vpon the conditions propounded to 
them by the Governor and Mr. Wins- 
lowe 

6 March, 16S8 X Mr. John Vincent is 
elected constable for Sandith, and was 
sworne to seaue in the said office from 
this Court to the end of the next go Ver- 
mont, viz, for a yeare and a quarter. 

It is agreed vpon by the Court, that 
Oaptaine Standish and Mr. John Alden 
shall, with all convenient speede, goe 
to Sanditch, luid set forth their bounds 
of the lande graunted to them.

An Answere to the Propositions made 
by Mr. Le verldge & others, of Sandwich, 
concerning the Lande there. 

Pro: 1. whether the vndertakers haue 
a full guift of the lands at Sandwiche, 
or whether a conditional grannt onely, 
for the setling of such a convenient 
number there that may be vsef uU for 
the common wealth, &; cheifly fitt for 
church fellowship? 

Ans: To the first we answere, for yor 
terme of vndertakers, we rather put 
instead thereof commities, as suting 
more properly with the relation twixt 
them and vs, their graunt beine condi- 
tional, and not absolute; and the trust 
committed to them being for the ease 
of the goument, and more convenient 
accomodation of such people as shalbe 
quallifyed according to the condition 
and intent of the graunt, and their 
joynt promise. 

Pro: 2. Whether such of them as are 
still at Saugust shall haue any power 
at all there, either to dispose of t hinges, 
or to possesse any lands at all in case 
they come not to inhabite? • 

Ans: To the second we answere neg- 
atiuely; for when they made suite to 
us, it was as a people streitened & pre- 
tendiUK remouall really wth all possible 
oonveniency. 

Pro: 3. Whether it may not be thought 
convenient to ad some others in their 
stead to the rest in case they come not? 
such as are of ye church there, or 
neighbours of good report? 

Ans: To the third we answere affirm- 
atiuely, if need require, prouided you 
make choyce of such as the goument 
shall approue of, for they are but com- 
mitties. 

Pro: 4. Whether they may substitute 
any in their roomes, in case they l>e 
necessaryly called to be absent? 

Ans: To the fourth we answere as to 
the third. 



Pro: 6. Whether if this power be 
abused, bow it may be reformed? 

Ads: To the fift, as abuses shall arise 
vpoD due complaint, the magistrate 
must do justice, as 1q other cases. 

Pro: 6. Whether in partiouler it be 
not an abuse of the power in case they 
should monopolize the oheife places of 
couveniency for lands, woods, mead- 
owes, &o., to.the prejudice of the towne 
in generall? 

Ans: To the sixt we answere, such 
the case may be, and the damnage so 
great to the whole as not to be suffered; 
but if the committees be faythf ull and 
able of estate, their paynes will not be 
small. Now their estates must be pro- 
uided for, and their paynes will require 
more than ordinary accomodation. 

To the quere in the letter whether 
two towneships, &c., wee answere we 
made the graunt of the lands to one; 
neither can there be any other without 
the allowance of the goument; but if 
the land farr of be disposed of for 
farmes to men of estate, we see no 
cause of dislike. 

4 September, 1638, It is ordered by 
the Court, that every man shall pay 
xij a swine for euery swyne he hath 
keept, & were ueuer ringed before this 
Court. 

All the rest of the towne 
is to be fyned in like manner for their 
swine not ringed.

4 December, 1638. Edward Freeman, 
Georg Slawson, John Dinglny, Richard 
Kerby, Peter Gaunt, Mr. Stutely, of 
Sandwich, beiug defectiue in armes, 
fined x shillings a peece. 

31 August, 1639. John Blakemore al- 
lowed to exercise the inhabitants of 
the towne of Sandwich in the use of 
armes. 

Georg Allen admitted freeman, & 
after also sworue constable of Sand- 
wich for the remaynder of this yeare. 

Whereas, by complaint, it is very 
probable that diners of the committees 
of Sandwich haue not faythfully dis- 
charged that trust reposed in them, by 
receiuin? into the said town diueis per- 
son:^ vnQtt for church societies which 
should bane beene their cbeife care in 
the first place, and haue disposed the 
greatest part of the lands theie al- 
ready, and to very fev that are in 
ehurcli soeietie or fltt for the same, so 



that without speedy remedy our oheif- 
est end willbe vtterly frustrate,~these 
are to require such of the committees 
as are herein faulty to appeare at the 
next Court of Assistants, to answere 
the complaint, and in the meane tyme 
not to dispose of any more lands there, 
without further order from the Court, 
nor make sale nor convey any of their 
lands they haue assumed to themselves 
to any person. 

The xxvth September, 1639. Memo- 
rand: that Mr. Henry Feake, of Sand- 
wich with and by the consent of £d- 
mond Edwards, his servant, hath as- 
signed and made ouer vnto John 
Barnes, of Plym, all the residue of the 
terme which by indenture the said 
Edmond is to serue the sd. Mr. Feake, 
to serue it forth wth the said John 
Barnes, the said John Barnes fynding 
vnto the said Edmond meate, drinke, 
lodging, & washing, during the terme; 
and instead of apparell, pay hinl for 
the first three pounds sterl., and for 
euery yeare after three pounds tenu 
shillings sterl., during the sd terme; & 
in theud thereof, double apparell him 
wth one suite for Lords dayes, & anoth- 
er for workeing dayes, & pay him six 
pounds sterl. 

3 October, 1639. At a meeting at 
Sandwich the 3d of October. 1639. 
wherein Mr. Thomas Prence and Cap- 
taine Standisb were appoynted by tbe 
goument to beare and determine all 
differences and controusies amongst 
.the committees and inhabits of the 
saide towne of Sandwich. 

Whereas Joseph Winsor hath a lott in 
the towne of viii pole broad, & xij pole 
long, or there abouts, wch he purchased 
of Tbom Sbillingsworth, wch was Thom 
Hamptons, deceased, and' that the 
place is fltt for a publike vse, it is 
ordered, that the towne shall haue it 
for other use, they glueing the sd 
Joseph Winsor as much as the same is 
worth; and in the meane season the sd 
Winsor to keepe his possession thereof 
vntill he be puided for elsewhere. 

Forasmuch as the neck of laud called 
Mooiiuscaulton is by all or most pt of 
the inhabitants adjudged to be fltt for 
breeding vp yeoug cattell, it is con- 
cluded and agreed vpon by the genall 
consent of tbe inhabits of Sandwich, 
that the said neck of land called Moon- 
ascaulton shalbe reserued to tbe towne 
as a common, for the breeding of their 
yeong cattell, and not to be appropri- 
ated to any mans particuler, wthout 
consent, of tbe whole towne, and ap- 
probaeon of the gount, sane that the 
wood tberevpon shalbe free for all to 
take of, puided it be wtbout wast and 
spoyle thereof. 

The like is concluded and agreed vpon 
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\ for tbe other neok of land oalled 
Shaume Neok, lying betwixt the Riuers 
of Shaume & Manusemsett, to be re- 
serued for a oomon for the towne, and 
not to be appropriated to any mans 
partiouler wthout oonsent of the whole 
towne, and approbaoon of the goumeut« 
saue that the wood therevpon shalbe 
free for all to take thereof, puided it 
be wthout waste & spoyle thereof. 

It is also eonoluded & agreed vpon 
both by the comittees & other the in- 
habits of Sandwich, that for the re- 
dressing of the negligence of the oom- 
ittees in reoeiueiug into the towne 
many inhabits that are not fltt for 
church societie, & for preventing of 
like euell for ensuing tyme, it is or- 
dered, that none hereafter shalbe ad- 
mitted into the towne, or haue lands 
assigned them by • the committees, 
wthout 'consent So approbacon of Mr. 
licverioh & the church flrHhadA; ob- 
tayned. And likewise that such of the 
now inhabits as are disposed to sell 
their estates and dept the town, they 
shall not sell their labours to any per- 
son except he be generally approoued 
of by the whole towne. 

And lastly, for the preuenting of 
dangers, euells, and discords, that may 
happen in the disposell of lands, or 
other occations wthin the towne, it is 
concluded and agreed vpon, that the 
towne shall from tyme to tyme make 
choyce of some one of the Assistants, 
and at present of Mr. Thom Prence,' to 
be joyned wth tlie comittees to whom 
from tyme to tyme they shall haue 
recourse to aduise wth, and receiue 
direccons from, iu all such occations as 
hereafter shalbe needfull. 

16 April, 1640. At a genall meeting of 
the townsmen of Saudwich, held the 
xvjth day of Aprill, in the xvjth yeare 
of the raigne of our souaigne lord, 
Charles, by the grace of God King of 
England, Scotland, France, & Ireland, 
defendor of the fayth, &c., before 
Thom Prence, gent, one of the Assist- 
ants of the Goument of New Plym, by 
vertue of a comission to him & John 
Alden, gent, or either of them, the said 
inhabits of Sandwich, & to heare and 
determine all causes of difference & 
controusie now depending amongst 
them, in genall, or betwixt particuler 
persons, or diusion of vpland & med- 
dow, or betwixt them & the Indians, 
and to sett downe some orders con- 
cerning the diuision of the said med- 
dow landes, that the promises wch are 
agreed vpon may be oomitted to pub- 
like record, & so remayne inviolable, 
wch is as foHoweth— 

Imprimis, for decldeing of the differ- 
encs about the meddow grounds, & to 
make an equall dini^ion thereof, it is 



agre^ Ypon by the oonsent both of the 
comittees and the townesmen of Sand- 
wTcfi, "that, together with Mr. Prence. 
there shalbe flue of the comittees, viz, 
Mr. Edmond Freeman, Mr. Henry 
Feake, Mr. Edward Dillinghame, Rich- 
ard Chadwell & John Carman, and flue 
of the townesmen to be joyned with 
them, viz. Mr. John Vincent, Richard 
Burne, Georg Allen, Robt Bodflsh, & 
Joseph Holly way, to view and appoynt 
the said meddow landes, and to con- 
sider as well the estate & quallyty of 
euery person, as also the quallyty & 
oondioon of the meddowes, and to 
appoynt to e»ery man such a pporcon 
as shalbe esteemed equall and sutable 
to his necessyty & ability. 

And that in the diuision of the said 
meddow landes, these rules & orders 
shalbe obserued: — 

1. First, that those that haue med- 
dow allotted to them in the meddow 
betwixt Moonoouenuscusset and 
Shaume shall onely haue such ppor- 
tions there assigned them as in the 
judgment of the foresd tenn men ap- 
poynted shalbe thought meete, and 
that further accomodacon be added 
elsewhere as there shalbe cause & their 
necessyty & condicon shall require. 

2. That for the rest of the meddowes, 
wch shalbe layd forth to euery man, by 
the aforesd tenn men appoynted, ac- 
cording to eich mans estate and condi- 
con. reseruing such a pporcon as in the 
judgment of the said ten men shalbe 
thought fltt. 

3. That the said tenn men haueine 
appoynted the persons & places, that 
then Joshua Pratt, of Plymouth, shall 
measure forth to euery man the ppor- 
con he shall)e appoynted: 

4. That such a pporcon of meddow 
landes as shalbe thought fltt by the 
tenn men aboue said to be left and re- 
serued, be not disposed of vntil the 
comittees be satisfyed their charges 
disbursed for the towne, wch if it 
shalbe donne before the next moweing 
tyme, that then the said pporcon « of 
meddow so reserued shalbe to the 
towne to be deuided according to eich 
mans condicon & quallitie; but if the 
committees be not satisfyed their said 
charges before that tyme, that then the 
comittees haue the use of the said 
meddowe lands to cutt the grasse 
thereof. 

5. That there be sixty or eighty acres 
of meddow lands reserued, according 
to the former order, on this side Moon- 
enoonenuscaulton Riuer, or there- 
about. 

6. That if any man desire to hold 
the meddow landes assigned him, (being 
not in the meddowes betwixt Moon- 
euoonnsousset & Shaume,) he may. 



7. That all 8uoh pporoons of ni«d- 
clow landes as shalbe assigned to euery 
person in particular shalbe to haue k 
to hold to them, their heires k asslgnes 
foreoer. 

It is also agreed Tpon, lastly, that 
those that had meddow landes formerly 
assigned them in the meddow landes 
betwixt Moonoonusousset k Shaume 
shall onely haue the one half of these 
pporoons woh they had there, and the 
rest of their pporoons to be layd forth 
elsewhere, saue that they shall haue 
the whole odd acre there if it fall so to 
be in such sd diuision. 

That six pence an aoree be allowed 
for the surTcying, measnreing, and 
laying forth the said meddow landes to 
them that are appoynted to survey, 
measure, and lay forth, the same, they 
payiog Josuahs charges.

two Hands of vpland therin before 
excepted.) and eight acrees of marsh 
meddow, tenn acres of vpland at Moon- 
uscaulton, and the said fourescore and 
tenn acrees of vpland lying at the 
playnes, with all & singuler their 
appertencs, & euery part and parcell 
thereof, except before excepted, vnto 
the said John Eerman, his heires 
asignes foreuer, to the onely proper 
use and behoofe of him, the said John 
Eerman, his heires and assignes foreuer.

7 March, 1643. Lettres of administra- 
con are graunted to Joane Swyft, of 
Sandwich, to administer vpon her hus- 
bandes estate, and- to pay the debts as 
farr as the estate will amount vntoj by 
equall proporcons, and is bound to the 
Gou & Assistantes to do it, & Daniell 
Wing wth her. 

20 August 4 1644. Robte Boatflsh is 
lycensed to draw wyne at Sandwich; 
and when he is at any time wthout, it 
shalbe lawful} lor Willm Newland to 
sell wyne to persons for their neede. 

Gerog Allen, of Sandwich, is lyvensed 
to cutt hey at the pondes beyond Sand- 
wich Playnes, so he giue not the Indians ' 
any thinge for yt wthout approbacon 
of the Bench. 

7 July, 1646. It is agreed vpon and 
ordered by the Court, that when the 
inhabitantes of Sandwich haue payd a 
debt of xvij li or xviij li, oweing to the 
old company, and payd the charges 
and purchase of their towneship, or 
such a sume as Mr. Thomas Prence and 
Captaine Miles Standish shall agree 
vpon, that then the comittees or vnder- 
takers shftTr"yelTd vp the lands vndes- 
posed to the towne, tobe giuen forth 
and disposed by such persons as the 
towne shall appoynt, and that euery 
inhabitant haueing lands graunted him 
shall pay proportionably to the sd 
paymentes. ' 

4 October, 1648. The Court haue or- 
dered, concerning Thomas Dunham, 
that hee abstaine from coming att or 
sending vnto Martha Enote, of Sand- 
widge, from this present day vntell the 
first Tuesday of Desember next, vntell 
the Court can better deserne the treuth 
of his pretended contracte with the sd 
Martha Enote, vnless the Gouerner, 
vpon clearing of thinges, shall giue him 
leaue. 



BEFORE Edward Winslow, Miles 
Standish, and Edmond Freeman, gen- 
telmn. three of the Assistantes of the 
gouermnt aforesaid, by vertue of the 
order of the Generall Court of the first 
of June last past, whereby the said 
Edward Winslow, Miles Standish, Ed- 
mond Freeman, and John Browne, or 
any two or three of them, were author- 
ized to set the boundes of Yarmouth 
and Barnestable, and to heare and de- 
termine all causes and controuersies 
amongst the inhabits of Yarmouth, 
Barnestable & Sandwich, wch shall 
come before them, &c.

Likewise they confirmed George Berto 
to have the refusall of these proposi- 
tions—to keepe young Cattell att Scat- 
ten— Videleset: To have a pecke of 
Indean Corne for every best (beast) 
that is cept.by him or where bee shall 
apoint, according to what agreement 
the townesmen shall make with them 
(him) and to have ten akers of land 
ling (lying) in the ruf (rough) naturaly 
with the treese upon it, for ten yeares. 
To keepe the cattell from coming from 
of the neck and to yard them every 
night, and to round the Neck, every 
weeck twise in a weecke, and serch dil- 
igently. Salt Ponds and other places 
for such Cattell as he shall miss of his 
number, being duly counted into a 
yard which hee shall provid, each 
night, and give the oners notis of any 
Cattell that com to be sick, or die, or 
any way mlscary, that they or theire 
bids may be put to the best advantage 
for the oner, and this to keep them 
from the time that they are put before 
himsell. 

October the 28th 1658 

Ist. The Town hath ordered that 
every person that bath improved lands, 
or cattell, shall within six dales affter 
the Raters are chosen, bring in a true 
invoist of theire Estates to som of the 
Raters, or else the Raters to prosede to 
make the rate by the former rate of 
the last yeare annually with rasing so 
much upon theire estates by such a 
proportion as they find other men of 
like estate or increase in theires if they 
shall neglect to bring in theire true 
invoist as above saide. 

2d. The Towne hath made choise of 
Richard Bourne and Tho: Tupper, 
Richard Chadwell, Mr. Vinsent and 
James Skeff to make a Rate of Twenty 
Pounds, to satisfi eight pounds, 13 shil- 
lings to Plymouth, and Comities 
charges, and Grand Jury, and on pound 
to William Basset, and three Shill to 
Gorg Web, and two pound laid in for 
wolves. 

3. The Town hath made choise of 
these seven men, to wit: Mr. Freeman, 
Mr. Vinsent. Mr. Dillingham, Richard 
Bourne, Richard Chadwell, Thomas 
Borg, sen., & William Kuland to lay out, 
and order soe that true bounds of every 
inhabytauts lands, that the lands 'may 
be brought lo Record according to tho 
order of the Court of New Plymouth. 

4. The seven men apointed to oner 
see and set the true bounds of the in- 
habitants lands an to haue for theire 
paines a penny an acker for such lands 
as are ranged out and made use of by 
tillage, moing, or pastering & fore 
pence an Aker for such lands as his 
without bounds, or the l)ounds not to 
be found clear enofe to be brought to 



the Record without as much or more 
paines taken, as at the first. 

5. It was agreed upon that upon oo- 
cation If any of the men apointed 
could not,or wowld not atend the woork, 
that any five of them agreed upon 
should be as athentick as if all were 
present. 

6. These that weere at this meeting 
did iudg (judge) it very riteous, that 
such as had overflush meddo, a consid- 
derable quantity it should be tendered 
them that haue formerly inioyed it as 
their one, to by it for som resonable 
satisfaction to make it theire one in- 
terest forever. 

7. These 7 men were im powered to 
make sale in the Townes behalf e of 
"such parsells of flats, or meddoe, that 
were found to be cleare from any for- 
mer ^rant, and all that could be made 
in this way, to satisfl, as four (fsr) as it 
will run, for the Doc which was in con- 
sideration to be dug. 

8. That whereas, the plase that was 
laied out by the Jury through George 
Bluick's Meddoe, was not found soe 
convenient as the landing plase in 
Thomas Tuppers Meddoe— These men 
above expressed were apointed to satt- 
isfl the said Thomas Tupper for a way, 
and Meddoe for the Doc to be dug. 

May 22, 1668.— The Towne made an 
affrement with Richard Chadwell, and 
William Basset and James Skeff to find 
three Trouping Horses, well apointed, 
for one yeare, upon condition that they 
may have liberty for theire horsis to 
goe constantly for this whole yeare in 
tbe Towne ^eck and give them five 
shillings for every day they are caled 
forth by the Millitary Officer of the 
Towne, or else where soe apointed by 
the Court or Counsell of war. To be 
paid in the one half wheate and the 
othnr in ludean Corne or Pese. 

That if any inhabytant wanteth land 
to plant, hee may have som in the 
Towne Keck, or in the Common for six 
yeare and noe longer— Provided hee 
will be ingaged to stac up the roots to 
make it meet for pastering, and more 
over, Richard Born and James Skeff is 
appointed by the Towne to lay out such 
land to all parsons as have need where 
they— that is to say— Richard Borue 
and James Skeff shall see meet, lest 
predioesial to the townes pastering. 

Thomas Toby apointed to pay fifteine 
shillings to an Indean for killing of a 
Wolfe. 

Fransis Allen hath undertaken to 
keepe the Town Calves upon the same 
termes that Richard Smith kept them, 
in every respect, and to keep the 
Springs stopt up, and to let noe calves 
but the aproved inhabytance be suf- 
fered to goe there, excep Steven Wing, 



who hath asked leaue and it is granted 
him. 

It is ordered, the same parsons that 
were apointed to give George Bluick 
satisfaction for his land for the hieway 
—are to agree with Thomas Tuper 
about his land and medoe, for a hieway 
and give him sattisf action. 

Robert Allin was excepted against 
for that hee hath removed bimselfe 
from us, and revolted from the Cove- 
nant of bis father to walk in the way 
and order of the Gospel.

by the Towne to pay in theire above 
said halfe, and alfsoe, all carting and 
other charge whatsoever.

men to meet them at Ralfe Joanes, his 
house, to run the line betwixt your 
towne and us— and that they have 
lueingly (lovingly) dun that worke. 
We have no more at present to say 
unto you — but to declare our minds by 
these three men, Richard Born, Rich- 
ard Chadwell, John Ellis, and doe invest 
them with full power from us to stand 
for our trest (interest) in every respect 
by any iaf nil meanes whatsoeuer, and 
not to alter what was dun by those 
eight men apointed from both, our 
towne and yours, by mutuall agree- 
ment. 

The 21th of 12th month have made an 
addition of Thomas Tupper unto the 
three men above mentioned, and doe 
invest them with full power as they 
shall see cause, to put an end to all 
unto all difference betwixt us the in- 
habitanc of Sandwidg and the towne of 
Barnestall in respect of the land or fish. 

The Towne at this time mutually 
agreed that whatever whall soe ever 
Gods Providence casteth in to ourer 
liberties, it is to be put in to common 
stock, to be improved for theire ataie- 
ment of those things as the towne hath 
ocation— And also these if they be re- 
covered, that are in contraverci betwixt 
us and Barnestall.

one. 

The Town hath apointed Goodman 
Borne to deliver the severall propor- 
tions of Oile to those to whome they 
belong, which is found to bee six shil- 
lings seven pence a pise.
